THE EXECUTION,

St. Joseph Mo., Nov. 21.—[Special.] —
Oliver H. Bateman was hn at Savau-
nah at 1 o’clock this afternoon in the pres.
esce of 10,000 spectators. Desth ensued
in seven minutes, and thirty minutes after
be trap was spruog the body was cut down
avd tarned over to his father, who bad re-
mained up town, not caring to witness the
execution.

The doomed mun professed religion yes-
wrday, but ever since his a:rost he has in-
sisted that he was ready to die, and on'y
regretted that there was to be any velay.
He wes attended on the scaffeld by Revs.
S. Voss and Bone, who conducted the de-
votionsl exercises, »nd the only words be
uttered were, “Lo-d bless us. Receive my
spiri.”

TEH CRIME.

The re-ders of the Bazoo are too fmil-
iar with the sickening detsils of the hor-
r.ble murder and outrage of the two litile
McLsughlin girls, Austie snd 3della, to
require its rec:pitulation here.

The crime was committed on Sunday,
August 31st, 1884, while the childrin were
on their way to Sabbah school Their
dead bodies being found the same evenirg
Circumst.ntiz! evidence pointel to Oliver
Bateman as the criminal and he was are-ted,
but so strong was public opinion, and so
int nse the excitement, it was with dificalty
« lyrching was preveated, but as befon
stated, so great was the crime that human
veture revelied at fixing it upon awy
humsn, without “he most positive evidence,
and this no! being produced, Bat.m:nwes
released and returne! 1o bis howe. Uat
public feeling w2s to0 strong to rest until
the truth w-s known, and the vigor: us snd
uutiring investigation led to Ba'emar’s
arrest and his voiuntary confes<ion of the
terrible deed, upon which be was hastily
emoved 1o St Joseph for safe keeping,

BATEMAN IN COURT.

Bateman was cool and collccted 1l day
with an occassionsl expression evidencing
that be is beginning to realize his situa-
tion.

The crowd assembled put in the day sit-
ting sround in groups over town discussing
the situaiion, and speculating as 'o what
course the case would finally take The
McLaughlin family were all prescnt, bu:
pone of Bateman’s relstives were in »tiend-
snce. At exactly 4;05 o'clock Batemsn
was brought into tke court rovm, the cocl-
est and most unconcerned person in the
room. The cases were placed ou the dock-
et, on motion of Prosecuting Attorney
Booher. The court informed the prisoner
of the pature of the charges against him,
when he respond:d in a slizhtly nervous
but very prompt manner thet be did not
have an attornev snd did oot desire one,
He said 1that he hod thought the matter
over =nd was willivg to leave everything
to the court.

Being entitled to forty-eicht honrs before
answering a'ter receiving the copies ot the
indicimenl, court adjourned until Monday
and the prisover was tsken back 10 juil.

THE TRIAL.

On the 9th day of Octuber the ecourt re-
assembled 2n with it came almost as
great a crowd »s on the previous ocession,
swong whom were r porters for all the
leedings p:pe-rs of the st:te,

Sonehow the impression had gone abroad
that Bateman had det-rmin=d, at the last
moment, to recall his former confession
sod plead oot guilty, acd there was a rest-
less, anxiouse expression ahout the stern
country men that boded wo good to the
clal prit and caused the cour: to feel u dee
sense of the responsibility and the crities
po<ition in which it was plseed. It was
well known (o the court what a determined
crowd were present from Flag Sprines, the
localiiy of the murder, and that they wad-
20 hesitancy in declaring if Bateman a
tempted a defense they vounld scize and
hang him at ooce. Hut these facts did
not prevent every effort on the part of the
eourt o induce Ba'eman to resl ze the
consequence of his eontinuing to refuse a
tri-l wd declaring his guilt, Judge Keily
sppointed ex-Judge Heren as his coancil,
and suggested to Bateman even a plea of
ins:piiy might hold good, bat without
avail, Bateman’souly reply being, “lI am
guilty and want to die.” During all this
the morning hours wore away and the
crowd continned to iucrease in the little
cou:t room uniil it could hold uo more.

At eleven o'clock a committee of plysi-
cians comsisting ol Drs. W, H. Bryant and
W. M. Kerr, both of Savannah, and Dr.
E. A. Jones, of Rochester, waited upon the
prisoner for the purpose of making an ex-
smivaticn as to his meatal condition.
These gentlemen had been requested by
Judge Kelly earlier in the day to so act,
and after some little time spent with Bate-
man injhis cell they reported verbally that
in their opinion the doomed man was

PERFECTLY SANE

and perfectly responsible for his deed. In
the lavguage of Dr. Bryaut, “Just as re-
spensible as anybody. He bas a low order
of instinetive desire, through animal lust,
When avked how he came to kill the girls
he s»id Le did not know, and that the de-
sire came upon him on seeing them in the
cornfield. ere is nothing in it—jost one
of his stories.”

It was geperally thought this was all
that Judge Kelly had been waiting for,
but it proved to be incorrect and the mul-
titudes were allowed 10 remain in idle and
uncertain suspense until the aiternocom,
and 1t was five minutes after two when the
judg= entered the court room, accompanied
by Dr. Bryant sod
